| The Right {Yon’ble the Governor General of India is pleased to resolve, that a second Regiment 
of Irregular Cavalry, to be called the 24 Regiment of Scinde Horse,™shall be immediately raised im 
Scinde, and attached like the Ist Regiment to the Bombay Army. 


2. Serious inconvenience to the public Service having already resulted, from Troops of the same 
Arm, serving in Scinde, and performing duties precisely similar, being in receipt of different rates of 
Pay, and tt being very desirable that Troops of each arth . all the Presidencies shall be assimilated 
as far ag may be practicable, the Governor General avajls himself of this opportunity to direct, that 
the [at and 2d Regiments of Scinde Elorse, he placed, in point of Organization, Estabhahments and 

a ery Pay, on the s1me footing as a Regiment of Bengal Irregular Cavalry serving 
Kote Duffadars. in Scinde; reserving however to present incumbents in the Ist Regiment 
Duffadare, the existing rate of Pay, in the few instances in which it exceeds® the Bengal 
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The let and 2d Regiments of Stinde Heree will accordingly consiat of 8 Russallah 
to. 800 Sabres of all ranks, and, as shewn in the ahpexed Statement, the serious sng 
will be exactly the eame as those of the, irraguiar Cavalry, eact{ Commissioned 
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5. In the few cases in which Commissioned Officers may now be in receipt of higher Pay than 
they would receive on promotion to the next Superior rank, ‘under the new arrangement, the excess 
will be drawn for them as a separate charge, as long as it may be necessary to secure them from loss ; 
and the Russaldar Major of the Ist Regiment, to whom no successor will be appointed, will remain a 
Supernumerary on his present Pay, till he vacates his appomtment. 


6. The Suwars of the Ist Regiment who may become Supernumerary under the new arrange- 
ment, and nat be absorbed by promotion im the 2d Regiment, may at their option remain Supernume- 
rary in the Ist, or be transferred to the 2d Regiment. 


7. The Governor General deems it expedient, that, for the present, the 2d Regiment of Scinde 
Horse, as well as the Ist, should be under the Command of Captain Jacob, in order that he may 
superintend its formation and Drill. A Commandant will be appomted hereafter, and ao the mean 
time His Iacelleacy Sir C. Napier. in communication with the Bombay Government, will be pleased 
to appoint a 2d in Command. an Ndjutant, and Assistant Surgeon, 


& Tis Excellency Su C. Napier is req tested to issue such Subsidiary Orders as may be neces- 
sary, for raising with all convenient expedition the 2d Regiment of Scinde Horse

Extract of a Military Letter from the Hon'ble

Para. 1. We forward a No. in the Packet 
copy of the Royal Warrant granting to the Cap- 
tors the Booty taken in Scinds in the year 1842. 


2. You will take the necessary measures for 
distributing the Amount of this Booty agreeably 
to the Scheme specified in the grant and accotd- 
ing to the usage of the Army of India as direct- 
ed ig the said Grant, after deducting the Stamp 
Duty and Fees ag paid by us, amounting 

iad £21,860 12, ang. 9. 
Stamp Duty £21,855 0 Gant. on the Dae 
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ducting from the Share or Shares accruing to each 
of those who were present in the Battles of 
Meeanee and Lyderabad, the amount of the 
Donation of Batta, which the individual entitled 
to the said Share or Shares has received under 
the G. O. of 28th February, 1844, ou account of 
having been present at either of those Battles. 


3. You will duly apprise us of the amount
